and it Is believed in high official cir- 
cles" that the organizations have been 
so demoralized and disrupted by this 
blow and by the arrest of their most 
able leaders that it will be impossible 
for them to attempt the coup planned 
for the anniversary of "bloody Sun- 
day." 
In desperation undoubtedly the revo- 


lutionaries will again have recourse to 
acts- of terror, which they spring at 
the most unexpected moment. 
The 


country bus quieted down and the cab- 
inet now hopes that the election of

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Mark Twain's Birthday 
A Word of Commendation 


*T* HE banquet given to Mark Twain at Del- 


monico's on the date of his seventieth 


birthday was quite an elaborate affar 
Nearly 


every magazine writer in New York City was 
present, and a few millionaires—Andrew Carne- 
gie, Perry Belmont, and Henry W. Rogers—lent 
tone to the occasion. Nevada of the olden day 
was represented by Mark Twain, of course, and 
Nevada of a later day by Sam Davis and Philip 
Vcrrill Mighels. 


"The first speech was made by the genial Mark 


himself, and everyone laughed till he cried. At 
least the stenographic reports would indicate 
that such was the case. Mark threw a wet blan- 
ket over whatever liule humor the other talkers 
possessed, Only one of them raised a laugh dur- 
ing the rest of the evening—and he accomplished 
the feat by accident. He said that he had never 
looked upon Mark Twain as a humorist (tre- 
mendous laughter) ; he had always considered 
him a writer of the deepest pathos. That last 
quetiv'i him, of course; when a man hasn't the 
sense to appreciate a laugh, even when he has 
won it In mistake, he should promenade to the 
rearmost perch and take a chair 


Even point of the compass was represented 


among the specchmakers—north, east, south and 
_vest—but not i very section of the country. The 
west was represented bv Rex E. Beach, of Chi- 
cago, not by Sam Davis. 
-Mr. Beach tried to be 


vcr\ funny. He uncanned a very superior article 
of fresh, up-to-date humor, but it seemed to hit 
the diners like a new brand of breakfast food or 
cereal coffee.

OW that the holiday season is over The 


Journal feels it due to say a word of com- 


mendation for the manner in which the railway 
mail service was conducted during a time wlien 
the efficiency of that arm of the postal department 
is most severely tested. 
Notwithstanding the 


enormous amount uf mail handled by the clerks 
in Nevada there was more promptness in delivery 
and more accuracy in the work than at any pre- 
vious Christmas in Nevada. And that is no little 
thing to say. 


The clerks themselves are to be congratulated, 


but there is praise also due to Superintendent 
Stevens, general head of the railway mail service 
at San Francisco, and for Assistant Superinten- 
dent McGrath, who, by the \\?,y, is a sagebrush 
product, ha\ing been bom and raised on the 
Comstock, and appointed to the service from the 
state of Nevada. 


It is remarkable what good service is render- 


ed by this branch of the {wstoffice department, 
considering the disadvantages under which the 
men of the railway mail labor. When Clarkson 
was Assistant Postmaster General he made the 
trip from Washington to San Francisco in a rail- 
way mail car, and he declared at the close of his 
journey that the railway mail clerks were the 
harde->t-n orked and poorest-paid men in the ser- 
\ice of the go\ eminent. Things have not altered 
since Clarkson's day, unless for the worse. 
The 


work lias increased and, while the purchasing 
power of money lias lessened, the wages of the 
clerks has remained stationary—which is equiv- 
alent, to saying that their pay lias decreased. 


It is neither fair nor honorable of our govern- 


ment to let such a condition of affairs continues. 
The pay of the clerks should be increased liber- 
al!}, and the pay especially of those who have to 
make dailv runs 
If a bill to that end should 


cnm£ before this, or any future session of con- 
gress we \\ oukl earnestly commend it to the good 
graces of our, senators and rq>resentatives at 
Washington.
